BALTIMORE. (JP) — The 
welcome that will be accorded 
the Duke and Duchess of 
Windsor if the American 
labor-study tour arranged by 
Charles E. Bedaux includes 
Baltimore, was jeopardized 
today by the attitude of labor 
groups in the former Wallis War¬ 
field’s “home” town. 

The Baltimore Federation of 
Labor, an affiliate of the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labor, last 
night “warned" organized labor of 
the city against “slumming part¬ 
ies professing to help and study 
labor.” 

In a unanimously-passed reso¬ 
lution to that effect, the group 
flared at Bedaux’s “stretch-out" 
efficiency system which he has 
established in some leading indus¬ 
tries, expressed strong disfavor of 
the duke’s friendly visit with 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler of Ger¬ 
many, and asserted the duchess

Japan Will Be Asked 
To Confer With China 


BRUSSELS. (JP )—A committee 
of the Brussels conference will 
send an appeal to Japan to open 
peace negotiations with China. 

Such a decision was reached to¬ 
day at a private meeting of 
leaders of the parley, and must 
yet be ratified by the full con¬ 
ference at this afternoon's session. 

At the same time, the leaders 
decided to send a message to Ger¬ 
many asking her to reconsider her 
rejection of an invitation to the 
conference and to decide to parti¬ 
cipate in the effort to end the 
Chinese-Japanese conflict. 

The project to addre.ss a new 
formal invitation to Japan to 
participate was abandoned, on the 
ground that more practical re¬ 
sults probably would be achieved 
through a committee which really 
would be a committee for media¬ 
tion. 

The Italian delegation said the 
message tij J. pan would take the 
form of a letter in reply to Japan’s 
communication declining to parti¬ 
cipate in the conference, called 
under provisions of the nine-power 
treaty which pledges respect for 
the territorial and political In¬ 
tegrity of China. 

The idea is to a.ssure Japan that 
the Bru.ssels conference is a sov¬ 
ereign convocation under the nine- 
power treaty, and has nothing to 
do with the League of Nations—as

!3 RECORDS MEET OPENS 


Hallowe'en prank or henhouse burglary? 

The latest episode in the age-old feud between the Rid¬ 
dles and the Harpers revolved around that pertinent point in 
Santa Ana justic court today. 

Earl Harper, 39, 2019 South Kilson drive, claimed it was 

a Hallowe’en prank that enticed 
him into H. Harrison Riddle’s 
back yard. 

■ Riddle, WPA worker who lives 
at 903 Ea.st St. Gertrude place, 
was .sure Harper had come for 
burglary purposes. 

Harper wa,s backed up by his 
wife. Riddle by a pal. So the pre¬ 
liminary hearing on burglary 
charges was continued until next 
Monday, when Harper has 
promised to bring in some addi¬ 
tional defense witne.sses. 

The feud started long ago. But 
this particular episode began last 
Saturday night, when Riddle and 
his friend, Homer Phillips, 222 
North Hickory street, Orange, ar¬ 
rived at Riddle’s house and found 
Harper knocking on the back 
door. 

Harper said he'd climbed over 
a six-foot fence to tip over Rid¬ 
dle’s duck hou.se as a Hallowe’en 
jest. Before he had a chance to 
do it, however. Riddle and Phillips 
came home. So he knocked on the 
door, he tsetified, feebly explained 
his actions, agued for a while and 
came on home with his wife and 
fellow-pranksters, a Mr. and Mrs. 
Wel-sh of 2036 South Kilson drive. 
His wife confirmed the story. 
Riddle and Phillips also con¬ 
firmed it, but added the point that 
the henhouse gate had been ripped 
from the hinges and two chickens 
killed and carted away when they 
went out into the yard the next 
morning. 

Harper said he didn’t know any¬ 
thing about the chickens, and his 
wife testified he hadn’t been out 
of her sight and couldn’t have 
killed them in the short time he 
was in Riddle’s yard. 

The Welches are to be called 
to add their testimony at Mon¬ 
day’s .se.ssion.

WASHINGTON. (JP —The 
American Federation of Labor 
and John L. Lewis’ rebel Commit¬ 
tee for Industrial Organization 
agreed today to discuss the ques¬ 
tion of which industries should 
have industrial hours. 

This question involves the basic 
difference between the warring 
labor factions. Observers inter¬ 
preted the decision to discuss the 
issue as one of the few indications 
so far that the conference might 
heal the breach in labor’s ranks. 

George M. Harrison, chairman 
of the A. F. of L. peace commit¬ 
tee, announced the conference’s 
deci.sion after a SVi hour se.ssion. 
Philip Murray. CIO coramjttee 
chairman and Lewis’ first lieuten¬ 
ant, stood at Harrison’s side and 
assented to everything the A. F. 
of L. leader said. 

"We spent the morning talking 
over the general .situation and we 
had a mighty good conference,” 
Harrison said. 

”We discu.s.sed in a frank and 
free way a number of questions 
as to procedure.” 

Harrison and Murray said the 
question would be taken up at 
tomorrow’s meeting of the peace 
conference group. 


H E N D A YE. Franco-Spanish 
Frontier. lAh—Spanish insurgent 
troops, in a Southern Aragon of¬ 
fensive, were reported today to 
have captured a strategic moun¬ 
tain position in the Fuentes .sector. 

Thou.sands o f reinforcements 
were ma.ssed behind the insurgent 
lines to continue the push as soon 
as the weather would permit. 

Dispatches to Madrid from Bar- 
hastro, a Catalan city about 100 
miles west of Barcelona, .said an 
estimated 80 persons were killed 
and undetermined number injured 
in an insurgent air raid there yes¬ 
terday. 

The advices said the raid was of 
terrific intensity but lasted only a 
few minutes. Twelve tri-motored 
bombers swooped down on the city 
in fa.shion .similar to that of the 
previous day when nine planes 
dumped explosives on Lerida, 
about 30 miles from Bastro.

“I hope to make a try for the 
top world speed record—the one- 
mile mark—in the Thunderbolt 
Saturday morning—or at the lat¬ 
est, Sunday,” he said. 

In the Thunderbolt’s sister- 
craft ’’Speed of the Winds ” Ey¬ 
ston made a dawn-to-dark run of 
2000 miles yesterday to boost by 
Impressive margins the existing 
world records for 3000 kilo-meters, 
12 hours and 2000 miles. But it’.s 
the mile record he covets. 

SETS NEW MARK 

Recognized king of speed is the 
man who .set that record 301.- 
1292 miles an hour - over a 
niea.sured mile of his salt desert 
in 1935—Sir Malsolm Campbell of 
London. 

Eyston is the "uncrowned king” 
because he shot his Thunderbolt 
over the mile last week at 309.- 
6 M. P. H. before the machine 
broke down, unable to complete 
the return journey required to 
make the. record official. No man 
ever before had reached that 
speed on land. 

Comparatively slow to this man 
of swift motion was the "Speed 
of the Winds” run yesterday that 
garnered 12 official records—three 
marks in the world unlimited 
class, three in international class 
A, and three each in American 
unlimited and American class A. 

The 2000 mile journey, ending 
at 6:59 p. m. (Pacific standard 
time) required 12 hours and 19 
minutes.

SHANGHAI, (JP) — Japanese 
forces, trying to drive Chinese 
south of their Sooehow creek posi- 
tion.s, today bombarded the Jess- 
field park area near Birtish army 
outposts. 

As Shanghai skies started to 
clear, Japane.se planes took to the 
air to drop a number of small 
bombs on the right flank of the 
Chinese line extending westward 
from Shanghai. 

HALT .lAPANESE 

The Japane.se drive suffered a 
setback, a Chinese spokesman de¬ 
clared, when Chinese artillery de¬ 
stroyed two of three bridges Japa¬ 
nese engineers had thrown over 
Sooehow creek. He added, how¬ 
ever, that .severe fighting was in 
progress on the south bank beyond 
Rubicon village. 

There were persistent reports 
that Chinese were on the verge of 
withdrawing from the entire 
Shanghai peninsula, but the re¬ 
ports were without confirmation. 

American and foreign observers 
■said the first Japanese objective 
apparently was the Hungjao air¬ 
drome three miles southwest of 
Rubicon. They stated the Japa¬ 
nese were making only slow 
progress. 

NO GAINS

The second count was on San¬ 
ford’s $5190.92 return for January 
of this year, on which he paio 
$155.73. Actually his sales, the 
state contended, totaled $13,M3.77 
and were taxable at $396.12.

Japan, not a league member, con¬ 
tended in refusing to Join the de¬ 
liberations here. 

SEEK TERMS 

The message to Japan also 
would try to Induce Tokyo to state 
general terms upon which she 
would be ready to open peace dis¬ 
cussions. 

The full conference, after ap¬ 
proving institution of the commit¬ 
tee, must carefully draw its man¬ 
dates. Some differences have de¬ 
veloped upon this question of pow¬ 
ers of the committee, which prob¬ 
ably would include two or three 
members. 

The present plan is, that when 
the committee is set up, the con 
ference will adjourn until the 
smaller group has something to 
report. The American delegation 
indicated it would remain at Brus¬ 
sels and await developments. 

The mediation committee, natu¬ 
rally. also would establish contact 
with the Chinese government, or 
the Chinese delegation. 

The impression prevailed here 
that Belgium would be asked to 
sit upon the committee.

Chinese nor Japanese were able 
to achieve clear-cut gains toward 
major objectives.

He consulted his spirits and 
found, so he said, that a witch 
in Riverside who was in love with 
the woman’s husband, had cast a 
spell over her. She used a tiny 
doll, this witch, with which to 
slay the wife, so she could have 
the man, the Cuban told the 
family. 

BURNS POWDER 

But he would protect the sick 
woman from the spell. Each noon 
he threw a handful of powder on 
a fire, and the stench which arose 
was supposed to keep away the 
evil spirits. He placed cross sticks 
under her bed, to frighten away 
the demons. He told the family 
that at night she would roll and 
> toss, but for them not to be afraid, 
because this would be the result 
! of massaging given the stricken 
i woman by the spirits of dead 
i doctors. 

’The woman did roll and toss at 
night, and awe-stricken relatives 
and friends would watch, and be¬ 
lieve that there in that room there 
were the spirits of dead healers, 
seeking to save the w-oman. But 
she died. 

POTENT .MEDICINES 

Angelita. the Little Angel, also 
was a healer. In her garden at 
La Paloma she grew strange 
herbs, with which she brewed her 
potent medicines. Miss Wanna- 
maker said that many Mexicans 
claimed to have been healed by 
her, and her name was a token 
of their esteem. 

But when many were not 
healed, their faith was shaken. 
Dark stories were whispered about 
her. She was a witch, they said. 
She used small images in the like¬ 
ness of her enemies, on which she 
wreaked her revenge on those that 
failed to serve her. An epidemic 
of pains flared up, and they said 
the Little Angel was the cause. 

And then Angelita went away, 
taking with her the queer little 
woman who devoted her life to 
serving her. Miss Wannamaker 
said that the Mexicans claimed 
that the woman was under the 
spell of the Little Angel, and was 
forced to serve her. They said 
she had ’forced her to leave her 
husband in Old Mexico to come 
home with her. But they are gone 
now, and nothing remains but the 
storlea. 

SEE8 GHOST 

So deep-rooted are some of the 
superstitions that they carry over 
to the younger generations. Miss 
Wannamaker said. She told of 
one intelligent young man who in¬ 
sisted, time and again, that the 
ghost of his friend David, killed 
in an automobile accident, was 
trying to contact him. He told 
the teacher of seeing pillars of 
fire springing out from the 
ground, and how the fire suddenly 
disappeared when he came close. 
These fires, he said, were the 
spirit of David. And on some dark 
nights, he said, he oould hear 
David calling to him. 

Now there comes to El Modena 
a splrltusdlst, who in a short time 
has attracted a large following. 
Miss Wannamaker said. But who 
he is or what he does, she does 
not yet know, for he is a new one 
and the Mexicans have not yet 
told her about his rites or object¬ 
ives. But she is certain of one 
thing, that he is there, like the 
rest, to take money from the cred¬ 
ulous. 

RELIGIOUS RITES 

TTie frenzy of religion takes 
form in other queer ways at the 
Mexican settlement. One group 
holds regular meetings, at which 
they writhe and moan, and roll on 
the floor in abandoned ecstacy. 
One young fellow. Miss Wanna¬ 
maker said, became the brunt for 
taunt sand jibes from his com¬ 
panions because he attended one 
of these meetings out of curiosity, 
and became enmeshed in the spell 
of the rituals so that he, too, 
writhed and rolled with the others. 

But the belief in sorcery is en¬ 
trenched in the hearts of many. 


SAN FRANCISCO. lA’I—Battle 
lines in the appointment of a war¬ 
den for Folsom prison—Califor¬ 
nia’s haven for its toughest char¬ 
acters—were drawn today, with a 
fifth member of the prison board 
of diretcors holding the key to the 
situation. 

Statements of four directors 
last night disclosed that two fav¬ 
ored Capt. W. J. Ryan, captain of 
the yard at the prison, while two 
favored Clyde Plummer, former 
Los Angeles chief of detectives, 
whom political opponents have 
termed the choice of Governor 
Frank F. Merriam. 

The wardenship was left vacant 
by the death of Clarence A. Lar¬ 
kin, who died from wounds re¬ 
ceived in an attempted prison 
break. Captain Ryan only re¬ 
cently recovered from injuries re¬ 
ceived in the same break. 
WARFARE OPENS 

The selection Saturday of a war¬ 
den has been presaged by lively 
warfare between Directors Frank 
C. Sykes, San Francisco, and T. N. 
Harvey, Bakersfield, and the gov¬ 
ernor. Sykes claimed Governor 
Merriam tried "to interject politics 
into the appointments.’’ He as¬ 
serted that a joint meeting of the 
directors and board .of prison 
terms and paroles the governor 
telephoned him and said "he 
wanted to see me before we ap¬ 
pointed a new warden.” He inti¬ 
mated the governor wanted Plum¬ 
mer as warden for political rea¬ 
sons. 

Governor Merriam denied he 
"talked to Mr. Sykes in the inter¬ 
est of the appointment," and de¬ 
clared Sykes, as a political enemy, 
took his present stand because he 
knew he would not be appointed. 
O’BRIEN SILENT 

The fifth member whose vote 
apparently will decide the issue is 
A. R. R. O’Brien, Ukiah publisher, 
who said he had been told by Gov¬ 
ernor Merriam some time ago to 
use his own "discretion" in the 
matter. O'Brien did not indicate 
his choice of Ryan or Plummer, 
apparently the only men being 
considered for the job, but said he 
would issue a statement on his 
arrival in San Francisco. 

Harvey, president of the board, 
and Sykes said last night- they 
favored Ryan. Harvey, in a state¬ 
ment from his Bakersfield home, 
also asserted that "emissaries 
from the governor’s office have 
been ever active in bringing pres¬ 
sure to bear” for Plummer. 

Directors Edward Abbott, Santa 
Barbara, and Donald Kolts, Los 
Angeles, expressed themselves in 
favor of Plummer. Both denied 
pressure had been brought by the 
governor to secure P' jmmer’i 
appointment.

introduced it, he and his assistants 
watched a normally productive 
worker and noted the time it took 
him to perform a particular task. 

If it took an hour, the normal 
speed for the operation was placed 
at 60 "B units”—60 minutes. 
Assuming the pay for the work 
was 60 cents an hour, another 
worker who completed the same 
job tn 40 "B units”—40 minutes— 
would save units and would be 
paid 80 cents an hour. 

However, a worker who took 80 
minutes for the job stil'. would re¬ 
ceive the basic 60 cents an hour. 
On this ground Bedaux has as¬ 
serted his system does not tend 
to ’'speed up” labor output. Labor, 
on the other hand, has charged 
the system exerts pressure to 
work for additional pay and re¬ 
sults in a speed up. 


RETAIN’S BEDAUX 
DESPITE CHARGES j 

WASHINGTON. (A»)—The Duke 
of Windsor will not change his 
designation of Charles E. Bedaux 
as his representative on his Amer¬ 
ican tour despite American Feder¬ 
ation of Labor criticism of Be¬ 
daux, the latter indicated today.

Moody will make her professional 
debut in Madison Square Garden, 
early in January, and that her 
rival will be Jadwiga Jedrzejow- 
ska, the husky Polish girl who 
was runner-up to Anita Lizana of 
Chile for the United States singles 
title. 

OTHERS RE.IECT OFFER 

It is understood that Miss Li¬ 
zana, as well as two American 
stars, Alice Marble and Helen 
Hull Jacobs, turned down profes¬ 
sional offers during the quest of 
New York promoters for the party 
of the second part. Miss Marble 
was national champion in 1936. 
She ended a four-year reign at 
Forest Hills by Miss Jacobs, long 
considered Mrs. Moody's foremost 
American rival. 

Mile. Jedrzejowska, now in Po¬ 
land, is reported to be weighing 
a definite offer to join this win¬ 
ter's tennis tourists. 

Meantime the promoters, headed 
by Francis T. Hunter, former na¬ 
tional doubles championship part¬ 
ner of Big Bill Tilden, have de¬ 
cided to withhold any definite an¬ 
nouncements. Hunter declined to¬ 
day either to deny or affirm re¬ 
ports that Mrs. Moody already was 
under contract. 

It is believed Mrs. Moody has 
been guaranteed a substantial 
.sum, probably $25,000, in addition 
to a substantial percentage of 
gate receipts. Estimates of her 
potential earnlng.s for a single

MOSCO'W. — Soviet Russia is 
celebrating its 20th birthday with 
a big festival in the midst of a 
blood purge, a drive to overcome 
industry's lag and a first election 
campaign. 

Columns of words on the bene¬ 
fits of sociali.sm—for communism 
is rarely mentioned any more—are 
smothering the denunciations of 
enemies of the regime and an¬ 
nouncements of their executions as 
the anniversary of the Bolshevik 
revolution — November 7 — ap¬ 
proaches. 

That date 20 years ago, Alex¬ 
ander Kerensky, chief of the tot¬ 
tering provisional government, 
sped away from Petrograd, now 
Leningrad, in an automobile com¬ 
mandeered from the American em¬ 
bassy. Nicholas Lenin emerged 
from hiding and took command of 
Russia’s destiny in the name of the 
revolutionary military committee 
of the Petrograd soviet. 

Since then Ru.ssia has under¬ 
gone civil war, famine, terror and 
change. The Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republics has become the 
self-styled fatherland of tollers— 
workers and peasants. 

Greatest of its achievements to 
many is its industrial development, 
which has slowed down this year 
to such an extent that some for¬ 
eign observers talk of industrial 
crisis. 

OUTPUT INCREASED 

This year the output of soviet 
industry is estimated at 97,500,- 
000,000 rubles (about $19,269,000,- 
000 at the arbitrary official ex¬ 
change rate), or nearly ten times 
the output in 1913. Coal mining 
has climbed from 29,000,000 tons 
to 138,000,000 tons, pig-iron pro¬ 
duction from 1,500,000 to 16,000,- 
000 tons, steel from 2,000,000 to 
15,500,000 tons. 

The increase in production of 
manufactured goods is propor¬ 
tionate. The shoe, clothing and 
knitting industries have outputs 
four and one-half times what they 
were in 1913. 

Five-year plans have industrial¬ 
ized Russia. Machine building has 
increased 10-fold since the revolu¬ 
tion, the Soviets like to boast. Yet 
industry is found to be seriously 
lagging behind its schedules in 
this anniversary year. 

For ths lag, soviet leaders most¬ 
ly blame "wreckers" who were 
followers of Leon Trotsky, re¬ 
garded as the arch-devil of com¬ 
munism, or spies in the pay of 
capitalist countries with war-like 
designs on Russia. This so-called 
wrecking in industry and agricul¬ 
ture appears to be one of the 
reasons, if not the chief reason, 
for the purge which has meant 
death, imprisonment or exile for 
thousands. 

PRESS IS CRITICAL 

How much of the wrecking was 
deliberate and how much was due 
to the inefficiency of the Russian, 
his carelessness, the bureaucracy, 
discontent with wages and condi¬ 
tions in poorly functioning plants 
and mass absences from work— 
the only equivalent of a strike in 
Russia—the foreigner can only 
guess. 

The Soviet press, however, has 
been full of criticism of conditions 
under which machinery is dam¬ 
aged by accidents, or allowed to 
lie idle because of lack of spare 
parts. 

While executives In Industry 
were fired for shirking responsi¬ 
bility in the slowlng-down, offi¬ 
cials found guilty of unsatisfac¬ 
tory conditions in agriculture have 
been tried and shot.

100 local officials in various Soviet 
republics have been executed for 
practices in collective farming that 
cut down the yields of husbandry. 
More than 135 employes of the 
grain trust were shot for mixing 
poor grain with good and allow¬ 
ing weevils to infest the stocks. 

Some foreigners who have 
watched the purge have reached 
the conclusion that if something 
goes wrong in industry or agricul¬ 
ture, the man with a Trotsky or 
other blemish on his political , 
record had better watch out. 
RECORD CROP CITED 

Collectivization of agriculture 
has been as important a point in 
Soviet economy as planned indus¬ 
trialization. The Soviet authorities 
are taking drastic steps now to 
stop the abuses by local officials 
that were driving thousands out 
of the collective farms. 

A record crop of approximately 
150,000.000 tons of grain this year 
is cited by the Soviet press as a 
victory for collectivization and 
mechanized farming. Before the 
revolution, the grain production 
was about 75,000,000 tons. 

Before the war. Russia exported 
large quantities of agricultural 
products, the exports of grain 
alone attaining in some years as 
much as 13,000,000 tons. After the 
revolution, the Ru.ssians began 
eating more of their wheat, so that 
grain exports dropped sharply, but 
as late as 1933 Soviet Russia ex¬ 
ported 781,000 tons of wheat. 

Yet a Soviet authority told the 
writer recently that probably little 
wheat would be exported within 
the next year, despite the bumper 
harve.st. 

“Most of it probably will be kept 
in storage," he .said. 

Whether the Soviet Union is 
keeping its own breadbasket 
amply filled as a precaution in 
case of war was not disclosed. 

The peasant’s share in the crop 
is larger than in past years, the 
Soviet press says, and he now is 
able to buy manufactured good.s.

"Shakedown” charges involving 
members of the California High¬ 
way Patrol in this county and 
members of the San Clemente po¬ 
lice force remained in the news to¬ 
day, as Ernest G. Webb, bail bond 
broker, took up the cudgels in his 
own defense. 

At the same time Webb took 
occasion to score E. Raymond 
Cato, chief of the California High¬ 
way Patrol, for “permitting a por¬ 
tion of the ridiculous assertion . . . 
to be released to the press with¬ 
out a reasonable effort to de¬ 
termine the facts.” 

Webb, in outlining events on the 
evening when W. A. Curtiss of 
Hollywood was arrested in San 
Clemente and booked on charges 
of drunk driving, cleared both 
members of the patrol and the 
San Clemente police force of any 
suspicion of robbing the man. 

The Santa Ana bail broker 
further denied implications in 
Curtiss' complaint that Webb was 
a "bail bond racketeer.” He set 
forth in detail expenses Incurred 
in his deal with the Hollywood 
man, and said that his $20 fee was 
"entirely reasonable.” 

"He had only two dollars when 
arrested,” Webb said, "and I was 
forced to accept his check before 
he could make bail.” 

Full praise was paid by the 
broker to the "caliber and fine in¬ 
tegrity” of San Clemente police of¬ 
ficers. He said he was withhold¬ 
ing any further action until the 
Curtis case Is disposed of in San 
Clemente city court. 

Curtiss had charged, after his 
release on the bail bond furnished 
by Webb, that officers had “rolled” 
him of $300 In cash. The charges 
became public when Cato aired 
them in Sacramento, announcing 
he would investigate. 

Avocado Men Get 
Dividend Nov. 15 

Local avocado growers will re¬ 
ceive a final 1937 season “co¬ 
operative marketing dividend” by 
Nov-. 15, according to Manager 
Geo. B. Hodgkin of the Calavo 
Growers of California. This re¬ 
fund will amount to four and a 
half cents per packed flat, and 
is being made somewhat earlier 
than usual. 

Due to the necessity of slashing 
the marketing budget after the 
January freeze and to the many 
extra grading and packing costs 
involved in separating damaged 
and undamaged fruit after the 
freeze, little hope had been held 
out for a refund this season. 
However, sales of large volumes 
of dates, limes and other specially 
products have returned a handling 
income that materially reduced 
Calavos’ total operating costs for 
the past season. Other savings and 
efficiencies as well as the han¬ 
dling of many new members’ fruit, 
have also made possible this re¬ 
fund, over all avocados marketed 
during the 1937 season.

A bormuda gra.ss lawn is not a I 
tractive in the winter. The grass 
becomes dormant and turns brown 
in color. It is possible to keep it 
green at all times of the year-, but 
to do this. It requires renovation, 
reseeding and fertilization. 

As the liermuda grass spreads 
throughout the lawn areas, the 
blue gra.ss is smothered out. After 
a bermuda grass lawn is tivo oi 
three years old, dead-appearing 
runners form a heavy mat and the 
lawn is no longer able to keep it¬ 
self attractive. 

If this old mat of grass can be 
renovated or torn out from the 
lawn, it will give the new growth 
a chance to look its best in the 
summer. If this renovating is doiu 
in October or November and the 
area seeded to bluegra.ss and 
white clover, the new seed sprouts 
will develop enough to carry th'd 
green verdure throughout the wii 
ter. Spring renovation is just as ef¬ 
fective as fall renovation as far as 
the bermuda grass is concerned. 
The primary importance of doing 
the work in the fall is to re-sec 
with bluegrass and get a beautiful 
green coloring throughout the win¬ 
ter months. 

Fertilization is a marvelous oir 
oration to help carry the iawr. 
through the winter. If this ferti¬ 
lizer is applied during the fall of 
the year, new growth will spring 
forth to help carry over the green 
coloration through the winter. 

One of the best lawn fertilizers 
is a good grade of unadulterated, 
well-rotted, finely ground, weed- 
free steer manure. Several good 
companies have this fertilizer on 
the market, ready for use. Blood 
meal is an especially good plant 
food for autumn u.sage. It is a high 
grade plant stimulant and the 
plant can absorb it immediately 

Barnyard manure should not be 
used unless it is well rotted and 
even then, care .should be taken to 
be sure that it Is weed free. Moat 
of our barnyard manure is too 
coarse to make good lawn ferti¬ 
lizer. 

Chemical fertilizers are difficult 
for the novice to handle as there is 
great danger of burning. There is 
no organic matter contained in 
chemical fertilizers. It is a concen¬ 
trated form of plant food, leaving 
no humus for the soil bacteria to 
work in. One needs to feed in 
small quantities, rather frequent, 
and provide other humus-bearing 
ingredients. Without .soil bacteria, 
the chemicals present cannot be 
broken down into the proper solu¬ 
tions for root absorbtion.

2. Stick to your regular hair- 
dress, or if you ask for advice, 
depend on your operator’s Judg¬ 
ment. 

3. Be on time for your appoint¬ 
ments. 

"It isn’t only for your dollars 
that the beauty operator works," 
says Dumas. "If you are nice to 
him he wil! be anxious to please.” 

Being on time assures satisfac¬ 
tory work for if you’re late you’re 
bound to be rushed. 

"Yes, many prominent and 
wealthy women are late,” he says 
darkly. “You can’t tell such a 
woman what you think, of course. 
There is too much money involved 
and she knows it. But she never 
receives full value.” 

How can the customer Judge a 
beauty parlor? And what can she 
rightfully expect? 

A good beauty parlor is clean. 
Operators in the best ones always 
are attentive. 

Good operators brush your hair 
well before shampooing. 

A good operator doesn’t ask If 
your hair is dry—she makes sure 
of it herself. She knows the cus¬ 
tomer can’t tell. 

Every customer’s hair is combed 
before she walks out of the shop. 

Is it all right to cancel or change 
appointments? Of course. But if 
you do it on less than two hours’ 
notice offer to pay for at least 
half the cost. Most hairdressers 
will refuse to let you do so. "But 
they will be very devoted to you 
for your respect,” Dumas adds. 

How much .should your tip be? 
Ten per cent of the manicure cost 
to the manicurist and ten per cent 
of the shampoo and finger wave 
charge to the hairdresser.

Bride’s Biscuits 
2 cups flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 
>/2 cup salad oil 
% cup milk (about) 

Sift together the dry ingredi¬ 
ents. Combine the salad oil and 
milk and stir into the dry in¬ 
gredients, using enough milk to 
make a soft dough. Remove the 
dough to a well floured board eind 
pat until smooth and about %-inch 
thick. Use a biscuit cutter to cut 
into rounds. Lay on a buttered 
baking pan, brush with more but¬ 
ter and bake in a hot oven (450 
degrees F.) for 10 or 12 minutes. 

! This recipe is good for shortcakes, 
too. Just roll the dough to about 
% of an inch in thickness, brush 
with butter and bake together in 
pairs. 

Mock Drumsticks 
% pound chopped veal 
Vz pound chopped beef 
Vz teaspoon leaf sage (crumbled) 
1 tablespoon grated onion 
Salt and pepper to season 
Cracker crumbs 

Mix the ingredients thoroughly 
and mold into croquettes shaped 
like drumsticks. Insert a wooden 
skewer in each and roll in cracker 
crumbs. Fry in hot fat or oil 
about 10 minutes. Drain on ab¬ 
sorbent paper and keep in a hot 
place until ready to serve. Just 
before serving, put paper frills on 
the skewers. Tricky to look at 
and good to eat.

Most everyone wants certainty 
in every law. The fact that under 
existing legislation any president 
could change the rules every week 
in the midst of war might prove 
to be dangerous if not fatal. 

The essence of war trade neu¬ 
trality is that it shall be automa¬ 
tic, That is, it must be set up as 
a definite policy in advance of hos¬ 
tilities. Unfortunately this was 
not done in the neutrality act. 

The whole thing was left prac¬ 
tically to the discretion of the 
President. In other words, the 
President, after war begins, is per¬ 
mitted to determine whether it 
really is war and, secondly, just 
how much trade restriction there 
shall be. 

It must be evident now that such 
a policy is full of danger. I want 
to repeat that if we permit the 
building up of another war trade, 
the President will be subjected to 
unbearable pressure from business 
interests to allow them to trade 
freely with warring nations. Nat¬ 
urally, they will demand that 
American ships be permitted to

CHLOROFORM PARTY ... 

“Gentlemen—a toast!’* 

Three aii^ist scientists, seated 
at a table in the modest homo of 
Sir James Young Simpson, Scot¬ 
tish doctor and personal surgeon 
to Queen V'ictoria, clicked glasses 
and inhaled from them deeply. In 
a moment the three men were 
hilarious. Tlieir conversation be¬ 
came disjointed. Then, one by one, 
they slumped In their chairs—In¬ 
sensible! 

The year was 1847 and the liquid 
in the glasses was chloroform. It 
was the first public experiment in 
which chloroform was used as an 
anaesthesia. Simpson, who held 
the position of professor of mid¬ 
wifery at Edinburgh university, 
had l>econie interested in the de¬ 
velopment of anaesthetics through 
reports from America of the use 
of sulphuric ether. 

His work in this line won him 
in 18.56 the Monthyon prize of the 
French Academy of Sciences and 
memh<‘rship In nearly every exist¬ 
ing American and European medi¬ 
cal society. In 1856 he received a 
baronetcy, the first awarded to a 
Scottish physician.

A resolution voted by the Peo¬ 
ple’s conference (a local branch of 
labor’s Non-Partisan league) as¬ 
serted the sheriff, spon.sor of the 
hunt, had "seen fit to use his po¬ 
sition to bring calumny and ridi¬ 
cule" upon the citizenry. 

Sheriff Miller rounded up a hun¬ 
dred horsemen and horsewomen 
and at dawn last Oct. 24 sent 
them riding through the hills in 
search for a hidden "fox,” The 
“fox" was a youth who had fin¬ 
ished his county jail sentence and 
had agreed to enact the role of a 
human quarry. 

In due time—five minutes be- 
lore the official deadline set—the 
“fox” was sighted by two women 
riding one horse. While a camera 
man took pictures, one of the 
women, Mrs. Juanita Shaw, threw 
her lariat over the fugitive’s shoul¬ 
ders. She later was awarded a $20 
cash prize for her achievement. 

The sheriff appeared chagrinec: 
when he learned of the criticisn 
directed at his manhunt. 

"I just thought I was putting 
it on for the good of the people,’ 
he said. "I’m sorry they took that 
attitude." 

His critics termed the hunt an 
attempt to get publicity in the 
sheriff’s campaign for re-election.

Two Deaths 

Consider the lives and deaths of two men—and what 
the public’s judgment does with them. 

Twenty-five years ago, Joseph Bruce Ismay, who has 
just now passed away, was a director and an officer of the 
White Star Line, a leader among the steamship men of 
the world. Early in that year of 1912 he was much in 
the public eye, due to the completion of the Titanic, finest 
and fastest and biggest ocean liner of her day. He it was 
who, as the company’s representative, directed plans for 
her much-heralded maiden voyage; he it was who sailed 
as the corporation’s spokesman. 

By contrast, in those same months of early 1912, 
there was another figure much in the public eye. Archie 
Butts, military attache at the White House, was regarded 
as a “Chocolate Soldier,” a playboy, a light-headed, light- 
heeled dancing man; a gay and debonair and pleasant 
companion, but a playboy still. Among the more than 
2200 human beings who embarked on the memorable first 
trip, including scores of world celebrities, was Archie 
Butts. 

What happened is history and a memory which those 
of us who were newspapering in those days will never 
forget. The proud, “unsinkable” ship was slashed by an 
iceberg off the Newfoundland coast, and sank without 
a trace. 

But the outstanding drama of this most dramatic of 
sea disasters was supplied by the spontaneous nobility, 
gallantry, heroism—and, almost, gayety—of the men and 
women aboard. With good cheer and courage, financial, 
social, literary and others cf renown helped load the life¬ 
boats with women and children, and stayed to die. Men 
like John Jacob Astor, parting from his bride; Frohman 
and others acted the part of men and of heroes. From 
the lowliest man in the crew to the captain, the vessel’s 
personnel lived up to the age-old tradition of the sea; 
went down with the ship. And the “playboy,” Archie 
Butts? With banter and a smile he waited to meet the 
cold Atlantic waters. 

When the last rescue was completed, and the count 
was made, 1517 persons were found to be lost. Of these, 
103 were women and 53 were children. 

Joseph Bruce Ismay, director and part owner? He 
clambered into a lifeboat and was saved. That is, he was 
saved from physical death, but was saved to suffer also 
the contempt of mankind. An official inquiry exonerated 
him after a fashion, call it “whitewashed” if you prefer, 
but as a writer remarked, “the court of public opinion 
pronounced a sentence from which there was no appeal.” 

Now Joseph Bruce Ismay’s physical demise is 
recorded. And we wonder what his thoughts might have 
been as he came to die. There is that old saying about 
the relative satisfaction of being a dead hero or a live 
non-hero. We cannot help wishing we knew what Joseph 
Bruce Ismay’s final thought on that subject might have 
been. Would he, perhaps, have preferred to be the 
25-years-dead Archie Butts, of inspiring and pleasant 
memory, or the spiritually dead though physically linger¬ 
ing self?

There are records showing that, 
some of them have not been out in 
daytime for almost a lifetime. 
The women among the nocturnal 
nomads are mostly past middle 
age. Two of them once occupied 
one of the finest old mansions on 
the avenue. Only police and night- 
watchmen .see them. 


A hook called "One Hundred 
Years of Progress of the United 
States,” published in Hartford, 
Conn., in 1870, ventures some in¬ 
teresting predictions as to the de¬ 
velopments of the next century. 
The chapter on prophecy was 
written by L. P. Brockett, M. 
D., who was described as an edi¬ 
torial contributor to Appelton’s 
cyclopedia, and whatever may be 
said of the good doctor’s opinion, 
it cannot be charged that he was 
afraid to go out on a limb. 

"There is a strong probability, 
almost a certainty," he wrote "of 
the annexation of British Colum¬ 
bia, Canada and probably also a 
part or the whole of Mexico. Cen¬ 
tral America and the most im¬ 
portant islands of the West Indies 
before the close of the present 
century." 

He predicted that by 1990 50,- 
000,000 Chinese, Japanese and oth¬ 
er orientals would immigrate to 
these shores, and said that if an¬ 
other civil war .should come it 
would be due to the discontent of 
those people over the denial of 
suffrage and other political rights 
or to the proclivity of the Latin 
Americans for revolutions and 
pronunciamentoes. A civil war 
arising from the aspirations of the 
oriental races among us would be 
a long one. he thought, and might 
cause a change in our form of 
government, but the Latin Ameri¬ 
cans would be put down in a war 
"short, sharp and decisive," which 
would put an end to their ambi¬ 
tions.

NEW YORK.- A record vote 
is expected in today’s general 
election throughout the nation 
as keen interest is being shown 
in the presidential race between 
Wilson, Taft and Roosevelt. A 
vote of about 650,000 is expected 
in New York City and 1,200,000 
in upstate New York. 


WASHINGTON. — Strange as 
it may seem, the illne.ss of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, jr., last 
Christmas was indirectly respon¬ 
sible for the deaths of 61 per¬ 
sons within the paist six weeks. 

It came about because the doc¬ 
tors used a new drug on Franklin, 
called sulfanilamide, to cure a 
streptococcic condition in his 
throat. Everybody read about it, 
and the drug suddenly became in 
great demand. 

So a manufacturer in Bri.stol, 
Tenn., conceived the idea of pre¬ 
paring the drug in liquid instead 
of powder form. He dissolved it 
in diethylene glycol a substance 
very much like anti-freeze for au¬ 
tomobiles. 

Innocently enough, he shipped 
this new preparation of sulfanila¬ 
mide to druggi.sts and physicians 
in several .states. Almost imme¬ 
diately, he heard about it - and 
so did the Pure Food and Drugs 
administration in Washington. 

It was tearing the kidneys out 
of people who swallowed it, and 
killing most of them. Before Food 
and Drug authorities could trace 
and .seize shipments, deaths 
totaled 61. 

Note: -It was only a technical¬ 
ity that allowed the authorities 
to seize the stuff. It was labeled 
an “elixir,” yet it was not al¬ 
coholic, as elixirs are by defini¬ 
tion supposed to be. So they 
seized it for mis-branding. The 
administration has no power to 
confiscate drugs merely because 
they are poisonous.

Few people have ever .seen Sum¬ 
ner Welles flustered. The under 
secretary of state once had the 
sangfroid to walk through 
machine gunning at Havana with¬ 
out hatting an eyelash.

George Bernard Shaw, England’s perpetual wit and 
tireless iconoclast, says all human beings are potential 
dictators. 

“Who,” he asks, “ . . . would not say, ‘Oh, if only I 
could have absolute power for ten years! or even five!’?” 

Making a brief diagnosis of fascism and tracing its 
genealogy in the magazine Story for October, he finds 
that “Julius Caesar, Cromwell, Napoleon and his nephew, 
Louis Napoleon, are the bygone fascist leaders we talk 
most about; but they are only four out of innumerable able 
adventurers who have headed lawless revolts called coups 
d’etat, against governmental machinery that will not work 
fast enough to keep up with its job.” 

The elderly satirist’s formula for the breeding of dic¬ 
tators is both medicine and a warning to the trustees of 
democracy who let the terrific energies of democracy go 
to waste through indirection. 

To any who would place one dictator or one dictator¬ 
ship higher than another in the scale of things, G. B. S. 
says, “It is interesting and very important to note that 
in some respects communism and fascism produce similar 
changes. Both make short work of liberty and democracy 
as liberals understand them.” 

The words of the brilliant Irishman are printed here 
just as a new reminder that we in America must make 
our precious democracy work—or else. 

When we let a condition continue which causes us all 
to wish we might have absolute power to adjust it, then 
we are trifling sadly with our greatest and most valuable 
possession, liberty; liberty, which, once surrendered, would 
not come soon again to bless our land.

It appears this .sort of change 
occurs at a speed requiring as¬ 
tronomical figures to describe. Ten 
to the 72d power is such a figure.

This means the change to white 
occurs at the rate of that many 
molecules a cubic centimeter a 
second. Eggs have not been tested 
but they fall in the same class as 
other proteins with this phenomi- 
nal speed of change. 

It comes when temperature or 
other conditions are just right. 
Housewives have always known 
that eggs could do this quick turn 
trick. The mechanism of it, which 
chemists have now worked out, 
does not give any clue on when 
to turn off the fire.

There are two ways in which automobile deaths on the 
highways could be vastly reduced—and we all know that 
this must come to pass.
